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Cartoonist  Will  Speak  a nd  Draw  at  Conference 


425  Delegates  Plan 
To  Attend  May  8 

169  Papers  Entered  in  Ten 
Classes  of  Contest 

A total  of  425  delegates  from 
85  high  schools  and  preparatory 
schools  in  Pennsylvania  and  New 
Jersey  were  listed  on  April  30  as 
planning  to  attend  the  sessions  of 
Lehigh’s  fourth  annual  Scholastic 
Press  Conference  to  be  held  Satur- 
day, May  8. 

At  the  same  time,  169  newspapers 
magazines  and  mimeographed  pub- 
lications from  schools  in  the  two 
states  had  been  judged  in  the  ten 
classes  of  the  contest  being  con- 
ducted in  connection  with  the  Con- 
ference. 

Of  the  425  delegates  planning 
to  attend,  319  are  from  66  schools 
in  Pennsylvania  and  106  from  19 
schools  in  New  Jersey.  Of  the  total 
number  38  are  faculty  advisers

Meet  Russ  Westover! 


Russ  Westover 


Most  members  of  the  brotherhood 
of  comic  cartoonists  may  be  easily 
spotted  due  to  a certain  outstanding 
characteristic  common  to  members 
of  their  profession,  but  when  it 
comes  to  Russ  Westover,  creator  of 
the  popular  “Tillie  the  Toiler”  com- 
ic, you’d  take  him  for  anything  but 
a comic  artist. 

Prematurely  gray,  handsome,  and 
immaculately  attired  in  the  height 
of  fashion  you’d 
probably  at  first 
glance,  mistake 
him  for  a bank 
president. 

If  you  spoke 
, to  him  about  the 
| banking  busi- 
ness, the  ensu- 
ing conversation 
would  lead  you 
to  think  you 
were  speaking  to  one  of  the  Mor- 
gan partners. 

But,  if  you  happened  inadvert- 
ently to  mention  comics  — newspa- 
per comics  — at  some  point  during 
the  conversation,  its  whole  trend 
would  instantly  change  and  you’d 
find  Westover  to  be  first,  last  and 
always,  a cartoonist. 

The  early  stages  of  his  busy  life 
did  not  indicate  that  he  was  to  be- 
come one  of  the  greatest  and  most 
popular  cartoonists  in  the  world  to- 
day. 

Decorated  Wrapping  Paper 

Born  in  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  he 
came  from  a prosperous  family  of 
merchants  with  a special  gift  for  or- 
ganized selling.  After  school  hours 
he  worked  in  one  of  his  father’s 
stores  and  first  discovered  his  bent 
for  art  while  toiling  there  as  a cash 
boy.  It  was  part  of  his  job  to  wrap 
packages  and  as  each  customer  re- 


ceived his  package  he’d  get,  with- 
out extra  charge,  what  Westover 
thought,  an  excellent  cartoon  — on 
the  wrapping  paper. 

The  customers  liked  the  cartoons 
on  their  packages,  but,  it  seems,  the 
elder  Westover  did  not,  believing

Russ  Westover,  Creator  of 
‘Tillie  the  Toiler,’  Will 
Be  on  Program  May  8 

Dean  Carothers  to  Talk 


Russ  Westover,  creator  of  “Tillie 
the  Toiler”  and  internationally 
known  cartoonist,  will  be  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  fourth  annual  Scho- 
lastic Press  conference  on  Saturday, 
May  8. 

Westover  whose  comic  strip  char- 
acters, Mac  and  Tillie,  have  brought 
him  fame  and  fortune  will  give  a 
humorous  lecture  and  will  illustrate 
it  with  his  drawings.  He  is  known 
as  a speaker  who  gives  practical 
advice  without  appearing  to  be  ser- 
monizing. 

The  cartoonist  will  speak  at  the 
opening  session  which  will  begin  at 
11  a.  m.  (DST).  Other  speakers  on 
the  program  will  be  Dr.  Neil  Car- 
others,  dean  of  the  College  of  Bus- 
iness Administration  at  Lehigh,  and 
President  Clement  C.  Williams  of 
Lehigh  who  will  extend  greetings. 

Dean  Carothers,  who  is  widely 
known  as  a speaker  and  writer  on 
economic  and  governmental  affairs, 
will  discuss  some  of  his  relation- 
ships with  newspapermen.  He  will 
probably  draw  liberally  upon  his 
experiences  with  news  writers  dur- 
ing the  Vice  Presidential  campaign 
of  Colonel  Frank  C.  Knox  last  sum- 
mer and  fall.  Dean  Carothers  ac- 
companied Colonel  Knox  as  eco- 
nomic adviser  on  his  vice  presiden- 
tial campaign. 

Groups  which  arrive  at  an  early 
hour  will  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  tour  the  campus  escorted  by 
members  of  Pi  Delta  Epsilon,  hon- 
orary publications  fraternity,  and  of 
Cyanide,  junior  honorary. 

Following  luncheon  which  will  be 
held  in  the  Armory,  delegates  will 
be  free  to  visit  the  Library  where 
the  Treasure  Room  and  Art  Gal- 
lery will  have  special  exhibits.

Students  Will  Demonstrate 
How  to  Sell  Space 

A demonstration  lecture,  planned 
to  show  how  advertising  can  be  se- 
cured for  school  papers  on  a busi- 
ness-like basis,  will  be  a part  of  the 
round-table  program  which  is  being 
prepared  for  business  managers  and 
advertising  men  who  attend  the 
Conference. 

The  speakers,  Richard  S.  Cunliffe 
and  Arthur  Blanchard,  are  being 
trained  by  J.  Calvin  Callaghan  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  speech  training 
courses  at  Lehigh.  Cunliffe  will 
play  the  part  of  the  properly  train- 
ed advertising  solicitor  who  finally 
sells  Blanchard,  an  uninterested 
haberdasher,  on  the  idea  of  adver- 
tising in  the  school  paper. 

The  commentator  on  the  demon- 
stration will  be  Kenneth  K.  Kost, 
faculty  adviser  to  the  business  staff 
of  the  Brown  and  White,  who  will 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  round- 
table. 

Using  the  principles  which  will 
be  brought  out  in  the  lecture,  soli- 
citors for  the  Brown  and  White 
have  sold  over  6,000  inches  of  ad- 
vertising to  Bethlehem  merchants 
each  year  since  1933.  The  copy  and 
layout  of  these  ads  have  brought 
the  advertising  cup,  awarded  each 
semester  by  the  Intercollegiate 
Newspaper  Association  of  the  Mid- 
dle Atlantic  States,  four  out  of  the 
five  times  which  it  has  been  of- 
fered. 

An  open  discussion  will  allow 
students  to  bring  up  problems  of 
interest  to  the  group. 


Campus  Tour  Arranged 
For  Visiting  Delegates 

A tour  of  the  Lehigh  campus  un- 
der the  guidance  of  students  has 
been  arranged  for  those  delegations 
which  arrive  early  enough  to  per- 
mit opportunity  for  sight-seeing.

Directions  for  Motorists

Delegates  who  plan  to  come  to 
the  Conference  by  automobile  will 
probably  have  little  difficulty  get- 
ting to  Bethlehem.  Once  in  Beth- 
lehem, however,  there  are  two 
things  to  remember:  (1)  Lehigh  is 
located  on  what  is  known  as  the 
South  Side  of  Bethlehem;  and  (2) 
those  who  do  not  come  into  Beth- 
lehem on  the  South  Side,  must  cross 
the  Lehigh  river  by  way  of  the 
Hill-to-Hill  bridge. 

In  general,  delegations  coming 
from  the  Philadelphia  area  will 
come  into  Bethlehem  on  the  South 
Side;  delegations  coming  from  New 
Jersey  and  points  north  and  west 
of  Bethlehem  in  Pennsylvania  will 
come  in  on  the  North  Side.

that  packages  should  be  delivered 
wrapped  in  nice  clean  wrapping  pa- 
per — without  pictures.  He  suggest- 
ed that  young  Russ  try  some  other 
business. 

The  budding  cartoonist  thought 
well  of  the  suggestion  and  decided 
to  do  something  about  it.  Accord- 
ingly he  got  himself  a job  with  a 
railroad  company.  He  was  getting 
on  splendidly,  he  thought,  when  his 
new  boss,  who  had  utterly  neglect- 
ed to  develop  an  aesthetic  regard  for 
the  superior  merit  of  payroll  vouch- 
ers as  art  panels,  decided  that  the 
railroad  could  operate  without  art 
panels  on  payroll  vouchers  — and 
Westover. 

Becomes  Sports  Cartoonist 

It  occurred  to  Westover  then  that 
an  art  course  at  the  Hopkins  Art 
institute,  now  the  California  School 
of  Design,  might  improve  his  car- 
tooning. After  a six  months  course 
at  the  institute  he  found  that  his 
art  had  improved  greatly.  With  a 
new  confidence  in  his  talent  he 
sought  and  secured  a sports  cartoon 
berth  on  the  San  Francisco  Bul- 
letin. 

Fremont  Older  was  managing 
editor  in  those  days  and  his  staff 
included  the  late  T.  A.  Dorgan, 
later  famous  as  TAD,  and  Rube 
Goldberg,  now  a famous  comic  ar- 
tist. 

About  that  time  Westover  met 
the  present  Mrs.  Westover,  who 
immediately  became  his  most  ardent 
fan,  and  who,  the  cartoonist  main- 
tains today,  did  much,  if  not  all,  to 
encourage  him  and  subsequently  to 
launch  him  on  his  epic  career. 

The  inspired  young  sports  car- 
toonist went  from  the  Bulletin  to 
the  Oakland  Herald  and  from  that 
paper  to  the  San  Francisco  Post 
where  he  broke  into  the  comic  end 
of  the  game  by  starting  a baseball 
strip  called  “Daffy  Dan.”  It  “click- 
ed” and  a long  run  followed. 

New  York  Calls  Russ 

Then  fame  and  fortune  becked 
him  to  New  York.  Soon  thereafter 
the  Westovers,  and  their  first  son, 
were  on  their  way  East.  After  their 
arrival  in  New  York,  Westover 
startled  a hard-boiled  editor  on  the 
New  York  Herald  and  convinced 
him  that  the  paper,  in  order  to  gain 
more  circulation,  needed  a strip 
called  “Snapshot  Bill”  by  Russ 
Westover.  The  strip  had  to  do  with

Soon  after  the  birth  in  New  York 
of  the  Westover’s  second  son,  Al- 
den,  Russ  decided  to  carry  out  an 
old  idea  regarding  a pretty  modern 
girl  strip  with  a philosophical 
touch  of  fun  to  it.  Using  Mrs. 
Westover  as  model  he  created 
“Tillie  the  Toiler.”  Needless  to  say 
it  is  known  today  by  that  name  all 
over  the  world.  “Mac,”  “Mr.  Sim- 
kins,”  and  “Ma,”  supporting  char- 
acters for  “Tillie,”  heroine  of  the 
strip,  were  all  taken  from  real  life 
friends  and  acquaintances  of  West- 
over. 

“Tillie”  is  called  the  best  dressed 
girl  in  America  and  is  consdered 
one  of  the  fairest  of  the  fair  in  the 
kingdom  of  fun.  One  of  the  reasons 
lies  in  the  fact  that  thousands  of 
fans  play  an  active  part  in  keeping 
“Tillie”  abreast  of  the  latest  fash- 
ions by  sending  style  suggestions  to 
Westover  by  letter  and  homemade 
cartoons.  An  assistant  opens  and 
sorts  the  mail  daily  and  each  sug-
